Even at their most reasonable, the 
prices on top-quality antiques are usu- 
ally so high that by the time US deasl- 
ers pay shipping and overhead expehses 
they have no profit left. The US 
antique market, meanwhile, has be- 
icome overstockeed. "In a five-mile 
radius of New York," says Alfred Phil 
lips of Manhattan's Symons Galleries, 
"there are more good available antiques 
than in all the rest of the world put 
together." 

Why the change? Nobody was quite 
sure, but there were plenty of guesses 
among dealers. Americans seem to 
be buying fewer high-priced antiques, 
are turning increasingly to modern 
furnishings. New. low-ceiling — apart- 
ment houses and ranch homes are 
not suited to period furniture. On the 
other hand, many Europeans buy an- 
tiques as safer wealth than stocks or 
currency, and "Nouveauriche" families 
buy them to acquire class. 

Some predict that the next five years 
wil see half of Manhattan's once 
flourinshing antique shops close their 
doors.
